First Address to a 


. A. McGillivray Speaks 


Red Deer Audience 


Creates a Splendid Impression and Gains Votes 


A. A.-McGillivray opened his cam- 
paign in-Red Deer last Thursday 
evening before-a very large audience, 
anh _his lucid arguments created . so 
favorable an impression that he had 
every man ‘and woman. in. the house 
solidly. with him before he had fin- 
ished: «His ‘speech was a, procession 
of enthusiastic interruptions of *ap- 
proval and thé meeting'may be taken 
asa criterion ‘of the splendid -sup- 
port. the ‘Conservative candidate~ in 
the Red Deer riding is receiving and 


‘of .the assurance he is being given 


that a splendid majority will be roll- 
ed up for him at the approaching 
general election. ; 

VIGOROUS AND ELOQUENT. 

Mr.: McGillivray’s was a fighting 
speech’ replete -in- irrefutable argu- 
ments -which, when presented in -the 
vigorous and eloquent delivery of the 
Conservative. ‘candidate, _ brought 
down the house in enthusiastic ap- 
proval. There is now no doubt in 
the’ minds of the Red Deer voters 
who'heard A. A. McGillivray and the 
supporting speeches by George H. 
McDonald of Medicine Hat; E. Mich- 
ener, M.P.P. for Red Deer, and T. 
M. Tweedie, of Calgary. The audi- 
ence came_as critical judges. They 
had already heard Dr. Clark speak ; 
they wanted to hear McGillivray. 
They heard him and_ decided in: favor 
of the Conservative candidate and 
against reciprocity. 

, The start of the Conservative,cam- 
paign in the Red Deer riding has 
proven auspicious. A large majority 
of the farmers have open minds ,on 
the question of reciprocity. The 
initial meeting ‘has proven that the 
intelligent presentation of anti-reci- 
procity arguments is what the far- 
mers want'to hear. The result of 
the ‘first mecting has proven that the 
policies of Sir Wilfrid Laurier ‘are 
not convincing. 

DR. COLLISON SPEAKS. 


The Red Deer meeting opened at 
cight-o’clock. Dr. Collison occupied 
the chair and called upon G. H. Me- 
Donald of Medicine Hat. Dr. Collis- 
on refuted the charge made by Dr- 
Clark that the Conservatives of 
Red Deer stood for reciprocity in 
1908. He said that Mr. Root 
once before he was made Conserva- 
tive candidate made some ren-arks 
along that line, but he challenged 
anyone to show one insiance where 
Mr. Root had so expressed himself 
after he became the Conservative 
candidate. He produced a copy of 
the local Liberal organ which, in 
speaking of Root’s one mention of 
reciprocity, said that. anyone but a 
comparative newcomer like Mr. Root 
would revognize the futility of such 


_| efforts. 


Mr.. McDonald commenced by urging 
the need of work by the supporters 
of the Conservative candidate. <A 
candidate could do a great deal, he 
said, but in order to insure victory 
it was necessary for everyone to 
work. Then he took up the political 
questions.. He declared that the Lib- 
erals were endeavoring to becloud 
the issues before the people, that 
they were saying the only issue of 
importance was thac -of reciprocity. 

GOVERNMENT IS ON TRIAL. 

“But there are others,’’ said Mr. 
McDonald. ‘‘The government is on 
trial before the grand jury of the 
people, the people‘are trying then: 
for misdemeanors. ~The . government 
say*they are not responsible for any- 
thing except reciprocity. We charge 
them with crimes, .with maladminis- 
tration, wilful and ‘sinful waste of 
public moneys.’’ Mr. McDonald. then 
brought to the mind of .the audience 
the Quebec bridge deal, the connec- 
tion of Napolean Parent with that 
affair, the connection of Sir Wilfrid 
Lauricr with Parent. 

‘‘The dominion government has 
been the milk cow of all promoters,” 
said the speaker, :‘‘and Napoleon Par- 
ent is the financial Pooh-Bah of the 
east,”’ The speaker then told of the 
appointing of the Grand Trunk,Rail- 
way commission, composed of Par- 
ent, a cigar maker, and a grain ele- 
vator operator, These men were ap- 
pointed to sift out some of the com- 
plicated railroad questions of the 
century, work that it would take 
‘years of special study to qualify a 
man to handle. But the Liberal gov- 
ernment. appointed these men. Mr. 
McDonald charged the government 
with crooked work with the hushing 
up of government scandals, printing, 
emigration, and other well-known 
matters that came to the public not- 
‘ice despite the most strenuous efforts 
of the government to hide them. 

I. Michener, leader of the oppos- 
ition in the provincial house, deliver- 
ed a powerful speech, bristling with 
arguments that had convincing effect 
upon his listeners. 


ALL IMPORTANT ISSUE. 


“We are here,’’ he began, ‘‘to con- 
sider the most important issue tha 
had been before the people of Cana- 
da, a ques:ion brought by the Lib- 
eral government, a question that is 
so serious that muny prominent Lib- 
eral statesmen have felt compelled 
to sever their connections with’ the 
Liberal party in order to oppose 
what they feel will do incalculable 
damage to the dominion if it is 
passed. I was not in Red Deer in 
time to be present and listen to Dr. 
Clarke when he spoke here, but from 
the account in the Liberal press of 
that specch it seems to me that Dr. 
Clarke does not recognize the ser- 
iousness of the question and devoted 
himself to humor, and a light skim- 
ming over of the main and vital 
points, 

NATIONAL RETROGRESSION 

“‘To my mind reciprocity means na- 
tional retrogression, it will bring on 


; 


that appeared to be n-eant~ in ser 
‘iousness was that reciprocity would 
widen’ the’ markets for Canadian 
goods. What is the matter with 
our, prices? ‘Don’t they. compare fav- 
‘orably, with the United States? The 
statistics show that 80 per cent... of 
the products of-Canada are consumed 
in the home market, and five per 
cent. in the States. What sacrifices 
do we-make in throwing open our 
markets to the products of the Unit- 
ed States?) Even'now the Americans 
sell twice as much to Canadians as 
Canadians’ sell to them. : 
Western Canada has now the best 
market ‘in the world, the trade with 
the empire, the interprovincial trade. 
British Columbia is the natural mar- 
ket. for Alberta; the United States 
is even, now shipping largely there. 
What ‘will. they do with reciprocity? 
FEAR CANADIAN PRODUCTS. 


“The United States fears the Cana- 
dian produets in: the, markets of the 
world. They fear, that Canada -with 
a preferential trade with Britain, 
with her own.transportation lines 
and waterways, will be able to place 
her goods on the world's markets to 
better advantage than the United 
States can. Consequently they would 
forestall closer ‘trade alliance be- 
tween England and: Canada. Why 
should we hand the advantages. we 
now have to our American friends? 
The surplus wealth of every country 
goes to the largest centres of un- 
restricted wradc. We are building up! 
large centres by the developing of in-‘ 
terprovincial communication and: 
trade, and what better market can 
we have than that which is at our 
doors? We are making great centres 
of Vancouver, Victoria, Montreal, 
Toronto, Halifax. But with reci- 
procity our surplus wtea!th would go?’ 
to the United States and help build > 
up the American people, as we are? 
not yet big enough to compete with? 
them with no protective measures on 
our side. : is 

THE REASON LACKING. &% 


“Why should we send our beef andje 
wheat to the United States to haven 
them turned in to the finished pro-.’ 
duct? It is admitted that the finish-, 
ed product finds the best market... 
Then why should we not keep the, 
beef here, accept R. L. Borden's pol-;, 
icy of a chilled meat industry, place _ 
on the markets of the world the fin-* 
ished product, and thus secure thet 
accrued advantage? Why should we, 
send our grain to the States to be 
ground into flour when we could do 
it as well heref The reason they 
want our grain ‘is that they need it 
simply to use as a blend with their 
own in order to produce a_ certain 
grade of flour.” “* , 


CONSERVATION OF RESOURCES 

‘I believe we should conserve our 
natural resources for the develop- 
ment of Canada, pulpwood and tim- 
ber, with reciprocity in force would 
go like wheat and steers to assist 
in the developing of the industries of 
the United States instead of those 
of Canada. It is time for a change, 
the barnacles have grown so_ thick 
on the ship of state that the time 
has come for a thorough cleaning. 
Why not take R. L. Borden’s policy 
of an independent tariff commission 
and thus control the fiscal independ- 
ence of Canada? When seen in the 
cold, calm light of history, R. L. 
Borden’s name will be recognized as 
that of the saviour of the country 
when he put a stop to the Liberal 
policy of reciprocity. Canada’s des- 
tiny is along imperialistic lines 
Why alienate the past and present, 
and endanger or condemn the future 
prosperi:y of our broad dominion? I 
do not believe like Laurier that if Eng 
land should ‘go to war Canada n.ight 
help or might not as she saw fit. 
When England is at war the whole 
Empire is at war. lf England should 
ever be defeated, lacking Canada’s 
help, what would become of Cana- 
da?’”’ 

When A. A. McGillivray rose to 
speak he was tendered a rousing re- 
ception. He spoke in part as_ fol- 
lows : 

I note that Dr. Clark has first 
dealt with Mir. Borden's heinous 
crime in assisting the people of this 
country to have some voice in this 
most, serjous issue with which Cana- 
da has ever had to deal. In 1854 a 
reciprocity treaty was signed with 
the United States by Lord Elgin, 
which treaty was abrogated by the 
United States in 1866. In the year 
1867 Canada became a_ dominion. 
Since then we have never had _reci- 
procity, and I say without hesita- 
tion that we may thank the Ameri- 
can politicians for the abrogation of 
our treaty with them, which they 
deemed to be the first step in ithe 
process of starving Canada _ into 
union with them, but which has 
made Canada what she is today. 

EARLY RECIPROCITY. 

The carly years of the new Dom- 
inion from 1867 to 18738 were years 
of prosperity, but in 1873 Sir John 
A. MacDonald resigned, and about 
this same time an economic depres- 
sion swept over the whole continent. 
The.trade with Great Britain jn ag- 
ricultural products was not then 
possible, since the cold storage on 
which it depends had not been devel- 
oped. Every interest was depressed 
throughout the country, and the re- 
sult was the falling off of the rev- 
enue. What did the Liberals who 
then had the reins of government un- 
der Alexander Mackenzie do? The 
Liberals under Mackenzie, a Liberal 
government in this Dominion of Can- 
ada, at the time of economic depres- 
sion in Canada, were compelled by 
sheer necessity to raise the tariff in 
Canada against the United Sta:es; 


a reduction of prices, it will weaken|and in 1876 Sir John A. Macdonald 


the bonds of the dominion -and the 
empire. Dr. Clark’s only argument 


a 


came forward with a policy of in- 
creased protection to mining, manuf- 


acturing. and ‘agricultural interests, 
and in this:he received the . united 
support of the Conservative oppos- 
ition and: struck the true. note of 
Canada’s - feeling. _ ; 
LIBERALS: TURNED OUT. 

In the year 1878, as’ a result of 
the offer for increased protection to 
the people of. Canada, the Liberals 
were turned out of power and Sir 
John A. MacDonald returned... He 
gave the people of Canada a_ higher 
protection, the. principle- being to 
select for a higher rate of duty the 
articles which were manufactured or 
grown in this country, and to leave 
those that were,neither produced or 
likely to be, produced in this coun- 
try at a lower rate.--This has been 
the trade policy of the Conservative 
party in Canada, and was adopted by 
the Liberals when they came into 
power in 1896. 

ECONOMIC DEPRESSION. 

In 1867 the Dominion tariff had 

been fixed at a rate which, roughly

There was a 
time when Canadians, beginning 
with myself, would have given many 
things to obtain the American mar- 
ket, but, thank Heaven, those days 
are past and over.” 

Ten years afterward at the imper 
ial conference in London he made 
this statement: ‘‘There was a_ time 
when we were wanting reciprocity 
with the United States, but our 
efforts and our offers were put aside 
and negatived. We have said good- 
bye to that treaty, and we now put 
all our hopes on the British trade.”’ 
And later, in 1909, in the house of 
commons. the right honorable gentle- 
man said: ‘‘Canada has opened her 
doors to Great Britain in the hope 
that she would also receive similar 
preferential treatment from the 
mother country.’’ Surely, if Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier was sincere in these 
utterances and was right then, he is 
right today, and we should all thank 
Heaven that the days for reciprocity 
are past and over.

THE ADVOCATE ABSURDITIES. 


Our jovial friend on Mann Street 
has repeated the statement that the 
News was in favor of reciprocity in 
1908. When the statement was first 
made we branded it as a lie. After 
quoting voluminously from the News 
of that date the Advocate has failed 
to show one single instance where 
we favored reciprocity. It was never 
thought of then except by a few 
rank commercial union free traders 
of the Advocate editor stamp, who 
at the same time were stating that 
the tariff question, was outside party 
politics as both political parties were 
the same on the tariff. 

The Advocate repeats the state- 
ment, and we again brand it.as false, 
and the man who makes it as a 
liar, and say he is a mischievous fal- 
sifier of facts and a distorter of 
simple statements, and the truth is 
not in him: 

A man who will take a paper and 
cull a few words from an article to 
make it appear just the opposite to 
what was intended, is a dangerous 
man in any community. The Advo- 
cate man is an adept at this kind 
of thing. 

In 1908 the News backed up Mr. 
Root as a cattle man because the 
editor of the’ News, as an old cattle 
man himself, knew what he was talk- 
ing about. At that time cattie pric 
es were low in Alberta and high in 
Chicago. And we wanted better mar- 
kets for our cattle. But that doesn’t 
say we favored reciprocity. To-day 
all that is changed. We have better 
cattle prices in Alberta than they 
have in Chicago, all things consider- 
ed, and business is looking better 
every day. We now have a big Swift 
packing plant at Edmonton, and a 
Burns’ cold storage and plant at 
Calgary. We-‘have Burns about to 
build an opposition packing plant at 
Edmonton, and the Morris Bros. 
about to erect a $3,000,000 plant at 
Calgary. We have the markets now 
at home, and siill the Advocate op- 
posed Mr. Root tooth and nail then 
and it would oppose him now, no 
matter what his policy might be, un- 
less he was a Grit candidate, then 
he would receive the full support of 
this political Jehu. 


It is only necessary to peruse one 
issue of the Advocate to show up 
i.s inconsistency. The editor always 
answers himself in his own paper. 
Under the heading ‘‘How the farmer

A. A. McGILLIVARY SPEAKS

the Liberal government, and for that 
reason he asks you to support reci- 
procity, and yet you,are aware that 
since 1896, when the Liberal, govern- 
ment came into power, they have 
used and swallowed in whole — the 
tariff of the Conservative party, and 
that progress of which he speaks 
with such pride is a result of the 
Conserfative tariff in this country, 
and it is that tariff which he . asks 
you to set aside and take a chance 
on that prosperity which has been 
yours. 

The prosperity of our country has 
been due to our fertile lands, the sun- 
shine which the good God has _ be- 
stowed upon us, 

WIDER MARKETS. 


The chief argument, in favor of the 
agreement is that we will have wider 
markets. We are having a_ wider 
market with a country that  pro- 
duces a surplus of nearly every com- 
modity that we in Canada have to 
export, and which competes in the 
sale of their goods with Canada in 
every market of the world. Great 
Britain is today our biggest cus- 
tomer, and it is an indisputable fact 
that the United States is Canada’s 
strongest competitor both at home 
and abroad. Not only have you not 
had an opportunity of going thor 
oughly into this question, but that 
this government which asks you to 
pass on it, and Messrs. Fielding and 
Paterson, the chief promoters there- 
of, have no knowledge whatsoever by 
inquiry or through reports from stat- 
isticians of their own bearing upon 
this most important issue which is 
before the people. The United States 
on the other hand had a senate re- 
port made with great care and exact- 
ness laid before them covering the 
whole of the subject matter of reci- 
procity before they dealt with that 
all-important question, and it is to 
this report made by the people with 
whom we are dealing that the Liber- 
al government go for the information 
which they lay before you. 

WHEAT PRICES. 

Now we are told that the price of 
wheat south of the boundary line be- 
tween the Great Lakes and_ the 
Rocky Mountains is higher fn the 
United Siates than in Canada, but 
it is a significant fact that so soon 
as this agreement was mooted the 
price at Winnipeg was higher than 
the price at Minneapolis. That the 
price of wheat at Minneapolis should 
be higher than at Winnipeg under 
present conditions is a very simple 
matter to explain. There is a de- 
mand for certain grades of wheat by 
the millers of Minneapolis, that is to 
say, hard wheat, which makes it nec 
essary for the millers at Minneapolis 
to bonus that wheat to keep it from 
being exported out of the country. 
You will find that practically no 
hard wheat is shipped from the Unit- 
ed States, but that the whole pro- 
duct is used for mixing with softer 
wheat in order to turn out the stan- 
dard grade of flour which they do 
from year to year, and that is the 
reason why that, on a certain class 
of hard wheat, the relative price is 
higher at Minneapolis than at Liver- 
pool. But so soon as 59,020,000 
bushels of Canadian wheat would be 
thrown on the Minneapolis markets 
there would be no reason in the 
world why the Minneapolis millers 
should bond the American hard 
wheat to keep it in the country, or 
why they should pay the original 
price for the Canadian hard wheat. 
We know that as soon as there would 
be a surplus to export the purchase 
price by the millers would get down 
to the export price, and would of 
necessity be governed by the Liver- 
pool market, the clearing house of 
the world. Once the wheat produc 
tion of the two countries is pooled 
the total surplus for export will be 
over 200,000,000 bushels. Is it not 
absurd then to suppose that the 
price at Minneapolis will maintain 
the advantage over Liverpool which 
it enjoys today? What you are do- 
ing id bringing about something 
which will make happy the Minne- 
apolis miller, but will not put one 
cent in the pockets of the farmer. 


U.S. WHEAT PRODUCTION. 


It is argued that although 
Inited States today produce more 
wheat than they consume, it does 
not necessarily follow that the time 
will not come when the United Stat- 
es will not produce a suflicient food 
supply for its own population. And 
what is the answer to this? We look 
for information, and we go back to 
the senate report, and it disproves 
the possibility of this view being 
the correct one. It was proved to 
the satisfaction of the United States 
senate that the agricultural area of 
the United States is suffirient to 
produce a food supply for at least 
400,00,1,000 and possibly 800,00),000 
people. 


LIVERPOOL CLEARING HOUSE. 
Liverpool is the clearing house of 
the world for wheat. The price at 
the centre of trade is governed by 
supply and demand. If the United 
States or any other wheat raising 
country by reason of a crop failure 
was short, say 25,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, this would affect the world’s 
supply and naturally raise the price 
at the world’s centre of trade. 
But would it increase the price to 
the Canadian farmer? The United 
States would be free to buy in any 
market in the world, and the Cana- 
dians would certainly get an_ in- 
creased price for their wheat, but 
only that same increased price which 
they could get at any market in the 
world. Consequently, the removal 
of the tariff wall would not in the 
slightest degree affect the price for 
Canadian . wheat. Last year the 
United S- ates exported about 114,- 
00,000 bushels of wheat. Now they 
get a fixed price for that wheat ac 
cording to the Liverpool market. 
Canada gets the same price for her 
wheat. Is it not absurd then to say 
that it is desirable that we should 
go to the further transportation ex- 
pense of shipping into the United

States and having the United States " 


people ship it through their poris to{have in this country today ~ “are 


the same destination at the same 
market price? .: : 
A HIGHER PRICE. 


Why, -if we are to get no better 
price, should we ship our grain to 
the markets of the United States 
there to. be converted into flour by 
the millers of the United States. 
Why should not. wo in Western Cana. 
da have the benefit of the great mills, 
the mills which will be the greatest 
in tho world, which will grind:. our 
Canadian wheat into flour. Is there 
any reason why this work should 
be done by millers in Minneapolis or 
in other parts of the United States 
rather than in Western Canada, with 
labor employed in Western Canada, 
with men who will spend their mon- 
ey in Western Canada? Is there any 
reason why these mills should not/be 
sicuated so that the farmers in Wes- 
tern Canada might have advantage 
of the by-products which will be 
available to the farmer of the Unit- 
ed States rather than the farmer of 
Canada, helping to preserve the land 
in the United States to the’ detri- 
ment of our own? 

You must consider that we pay a 
further price. We pay the price of 
admission to our markets of the far- 
mers of Argentine, Austria-Hungary, 
Bolivia, Columbia, Denmark, Japan, 
Norway, Russia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Venezucla. Many 
of these countries are today large 
exporters of animal and agricultural 
products which are produced in this 
country. Under this agreement they 
are en:itled to the same right of 
entry to our markets as is given to 
the farmers of the United States. 
This right they get under treaties 
which contain what is known as a 
favored nation clause, but the Unit- 
ed States markets are not open to 
.hem. We compete with the world, 
including themselves, while they com- 
pete with us and give us nothing in 
return. In addition to this it must 
be remembered that our markets are 
open to the producers throughout the 
British Empire. That these favored 
nations will enter\into actual compe- 
tition with us is not hard to _ be- 
lieve when we find that nine of ther. 
have a combined production of 1,200,- 
100,000 bushels of wheat. 


DECEIVED AND DELUDED. 


As I have said, the Canadian far- 
mer has been deceived and deluded, 
becauso the American millers are 
paying a higher price for hard wheat 
for the’ purpose of manufacturing 
flour, but once that market is glutted 
with wheat there is no object in the 
world why they bonus the hard wheat 
in order to keep it from being ex- 
ported. ‘You are down to the market 
price at the centre of the world’s 
trade, whith is governed by supply 
and demand, and the removal of your 
tariff cannot possibly give you an‘ 
increase in price in this particular 
commodity. 

Before leaving the cconomic side 
of this reciprocity question I would 
point out that the United States tar- 
iff report procured by them in con- 
nection with this very reciprocity 
agreement shows that President Taft 
himself has distinctly said on a pub- 
lic platform that reciprocity will be 
favorable to the American farmer. 
If it is advantageous to the Ameri- 
can farmer, and he is growing the 
same products that we are, how in 
the name of reason js the Canadian 
farmer expecting to get a profit on 
the American market? 

ECONOMIC SIDE. 


Another matJer in connection with 
the economic side of this agreement 
is that the western farmers went 
down to Ottawa, and asked for free 
agricultural implements. They were 
as usual complimented and talked to 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, but did they, 
I ask you, gentlemen, give you free 
agricultural implements? No, in 
place of free agricultural implements 
we are offered free corn, oats, bar- 
ley, feed and so forth. Under this 
proposed agreement the tariff on 
binders, reapers and mowers is only 
reduced from 174 per cent. to 15 per 
cent., in short, a few cents on every 
agricultural implement which you 
are asked to buy. The west will still 
pay duty on what,it buys and what 
the farmer needs, but they will have 
no protec-ion in the market in which 
it sells. Now, then, let us see who 
is the friend of the farmer. What 
you want is duty off your agricul- 
tural implements. You can get the 
same price in the markets of the 
world for the products that you sell 
as you can from the United Staies. 


AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS. 


Mr. Borden, in a speech in the 
house of commons on November 21, 
1910, said with regard to agricultur- 
al implements, and speaking of the 
claims of the west: ‘‘The farmers of 
the west say that they ought. to have 
lower duty on agricultural imple- 
ments, that they are paying higher 
prices for implements than are paid 
in the United States, and than these 
implements are sold for abroad. I 
say that the government is violating 
its duty in not having brought down 
to parliament direct and positive in- 
formation on ithis subject, and I say 
that if the claims that are made are 
true there ought to be a remedy, and 
I want to know from the government 
whether they believe them to be true 
or not, and if they say they do not 
know, I ask why they have not tak- 
en means to know, and if they say 
that these claims are not true, I ask 
upon what evidence they made - that 
assertion, and what they propose to 
do in the premises.” 

CANADA IS INDEPENDENT. 

Today Canada is able to stand 
alone, she is not guided by the con- 
ditions that existed in 1866. We 
are selfreliant, we are strong, we 
are an able people in this western 
country. Do we want to be absorb- 
ed with the United States, or do 
we want to have our trade condit- 
ions upset once again; do we want 
the aspirations of our forefathers to 
make this country a dominion worthy 
of Canadians rudely set aside?

The ‘old’ fable: about the dog with 
the plece of meat in his mouth, jump- 
ing into tho water. after a shadow and 
in the end losing the‘ good “morse. be 
had at first may be applied very aptly 
to the country which-has splendid 
markets at home, but becomes dis- 
contented, and although not half re- 
alizing its natural heritage, looks 


abroad. for trade it knows not of.|; 


Such is. the position in which some 


people would: place’ Canada in her 
present’ relations with the. United 
States... But the facts do not warrant 


“| Canada looking away from her home 


‘but certainly slackened in’ the general |’ 


‘interests of the workers and of -the 
economic - organization ‘of Germany. 
The maintenance of.a capable German 
agriculture’ means the maintenance of 
the German people now and for the 
future.” This is-{n strong contrast to 
‘the position of Canada, where our 
farmers are apparently willing to sac- 
Yifice largely the results of the agri- 
cultural development to tue ultimate 
interests of the United States. 
Canada, as in Germeny, it is vitally 
important that we should create, main- 
‘tain and retain capable agriculture. 

Mr. Percy Ashley, in his book on 
‘modern tariff history, says that sev- 
eral countries hitherto content to -re- 
main in the agricultural stage of de- 
velopment, are turning their attention 
to industry. The United States is be- 
coming preponderatingly industrial; 
hence largely its keen desire for free 
trade with Canada, giving them the 
opportunity to exploit Canadian mar- 
kets for manufactures: Russia, Aus- 
tralia, Italy and Roumania are also 
‘striving to fashion themselves into in- 
dustrial communities. Canada desires 
to do likewise, at the same time main- 
‘taining its position, especially in the 
West, as a great agricultural country, 
holding the key to the problem of good 
supplies. in’ any great war that may 
occur in the future. In all the cases 
mentioned, .this means that not only 
will they sooner or later consume most 
of their own supplies of raw mater- 
jals, but that, further, as these coun: 
tries become more® industrial their 
population will greatly increase, and 
they will make greater demands .on 
their own food supplies. Canada, com- 
paratively the youngest of them all, 
with its vast resources, may easily act 
as a dictator with great advantage to 
tself, as time goes on, always. sup: 
posing that her national future is not 
marred by allowing the United States 
to overshadow or rule her.

AMERIGAN WHEAT 


So Sald President Taft, in Comforting 
the Farmers at Indianapolls on 
July 4th 


President Taft spoke at Indiana- 
polis on the Fourth of July on the sub- 
ject of Reciprocity. On this occasion, 
as on nearly every other occasion 
when President Taft speaks on Reci- 
procity, he gave arguments why Cana- 
:da should abhor any free trade 
arrangement with the United States. 

The complaint that the American 
farmers. would suffer by the agree- 
ment, when analyzed would be found 
to be an argument that the admission 
-of Canadian wheat ‘free of duty would 
lower the price of wheat raised in the 
‘United States ten cents a bushel. 

“The answer to this argument,” 
President Taft said, “is that this can- 
not be, for the reason that the price of 
wheat in the United ‘States and Can- 
ada is ultimately fixed by the: price 
of wheat in the world, and that the 
world’s prices are adjusted and made 
at Liverpool by the relation of the 
supply of the exported wheat to the 
demand for it by countries which do 
not raise enough to supply their 
people. : 

“The diversion from British and 
European markets to United States 
‘markets of 20 to 40 million bushels of 
‘Canadian wheat annually would not 
only strengthen the wheat market 
abroad, but would furnish the Ameri- 
can mills with a needed complement 
of wheat which the world would re- 
quire, just as it has in the past, but 
it would then be in the shape of Ameri- 
‘can-made flour. The effect of in- 
creased wheat supplies would be to re- 
duce the cost of manufacturing flour 


in just the ratio that the mills were|- 


able to thereby increase their output. 
Reduced cost of production would en- 
able the mills to regain in the foreign 
market the 18 to 20 million barrels of 
flour sold in forelgn trade annually 
ten years ago, but which in recent 
years has fallen to less than ten mil- 
lion barrels.” :

American Farmers Have Been Selling 
Canada Much Produce 


According to the press of the West- 
ern States, free trade in natural pro-; 
ducts with Canada will mean a fine 
market for the farmers of Minnesota 
and North Dakota. A prominent pa- 
per in St. Paul says: 

Hay is almost invariabiy higher in, 
Canada than in this country. 
year we shipped 7,680 tons of hay to 
Canada. We sold Canada 215,000 
bushels of potatoes; 60,000 bushels of 
apples; 215,000 pounds of cheese; 
760,000 dozen eggs, and a vast quan- 
tity of other vegetables and fruits, 
Canada’s purchases of fresh vegeta- 
bles from us last year alone amounted 
to $625,000. The removal of existing 
duties on these profucts will make a 
big market in Western Canada for 
Minnesota, Dakota and other North- 
western States in vegetables, fruits 
and dairy products. Ontario now sup- 
plies Western Canada with these pro- 
ducts, but they can be advantageously | 
obtained from the United States.

And yet, withal, the Canadian far- 
mer is inclined to look beyond this 
‘market with longing eyes to the mar-

Let us remember that there are at 


‘| least twelve times as many farmers 


‘in the United States as there are in 
Canada, and so, while one Canadian 
‘farmer will get entrance into the mar- 
kets of the United States, twelve 
American farmers will get entrance 
into our home markets. They have 
already succeeded in selling immense 
quantities of farm products in Canada, 
in spite of the duty. They have sold 
twice as much in Canada as Canadian 
farmers have- sold in the United 
States. 

With reciprocity in farm products 
the twelve American farmers will 
‘crowd the one Canadian farmer pretty 
‘closely in his own home market. 

- The surplus production of, the 
United States farmer would be liable 
at any time to demoralize the home 
market of the Canadian farmer. 

’ It will cost the American farmer no 
‘more to bring his farm products to 
‘Canadian towns and cities than it will 
‘cost the Canadian farmer to carry his 
to the United States: 

These American products are pretty 
well kept out now by the tariff wall. 
With this removed they will enter 
twelve to one. 

We must remember, too, that the 
Americans have the earlier season, 
and that their products will therefore 
be upon our markets before our pro- 
‘ducts are saleable and get the early 
price.

The Western Farmer Is Slowly Rob-

WHEAT PRICES 


AND THE DUTY 


American Paper Does Not Think That 
the Canadian Farmer Would Get 
Higher Rates for Wheat 


The Pioneer Press, of St. Paul, 
‘Minn., does not think that the Cana- 
jian farmer would secure any mater- 
ial advance in the price of wheat 
through a free trade agreement with 
the United States. It says editor- 
lally: 

“The removal of the duty on wheat 
will not affect the price of wheat in 
this country at all. There is a duty of 
sv cents a bushel on wheat, and some 
people think that therefore wheat is 
worth 25 cents a bushel more in the 
United States than in Canada. The 
fact is that the outside actual differ- 
ence is about 5 cents, less than the 
freight charges obtained for bringing 
Canadian wheat to Minneapolis or 
other American markets. There is no 
tarlff between Chicago and Minnea- 
polis, and yet wheat persistently rules 
higher in Minneapolis than in Chicago. 
The tariff has nothing to do -vith the 
higher price paid in Minneapolis.”
